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HIRST FOOD SHIPMENT 
FOR HUNGRY BELGIANS 


Cargo Leaves London Tuesday. 
Thousands of Belgians Are 
Facing Starvation. 


London, October 24.—The first ship- 
ment of 2,500 tons of food to Holland 
for relief of the Belgians will leave 
London Tuesday. The cargo will con- 
sist princtpally of wheat, rice, beans 
and peas. 

Emile Devereux, Durgomaster of 
Charleroi, and Emile Bujsset, deputy 
in parliament for that district, arrived 
in London today and presented to the 
American committee a formal state- 
ment of conditions in Charleroi and 
Belgium. According to the statement 
500,000 out of 600,000 inhabitants with- 
in a radius of fifteen miles of Char- 
leroi are being fed by organized relief 
and food supplies are almost ex- 
hausted. 

The Charleroi delegation says that 
while speaking officially only for the 
province of Hainaut, “we know that 
much the same conditions prevail 
throughout Belgium, and we can state

1,250,000 persons and that 80 per cent 
of its food supply must be imported.

Clark Thanks House Members. 

As the altered hands of the house 
clock drew near 4 o’clock and the 
senate was winding up executive busi- 
ness, Speaker Clark arose at his desk, 
and, facing the scattered attendance 

the floor, said: 

Oe This is the longest and most labori- 
ous session that congress has ever 
known. I congratulate you most 
heartily on being able to adjourn at 
last. wish to thank every member 
of the house—democrat, pepablicas, 
progressive and independent—for uni- 
form courtesy shown to the speaker. 
Now, in the language of ‘Tiny Tim, 
‘God bless us every one. 

The senate’s adjournment probably 
was the most undemonstrative in its 
history. Democratic leaders and a few 
republicans were sitting behind closed 
doors’ confirming nominations when 
word came that the house had passed 
the adjournment resolution. Ma- 
jority Leader Kern at once moved to 
open the doors. When this was or- 
dered the doorkeeper set the clock 
ahead, and Senator Swanson, of Vir- 
ginia, presiding in the absence of the 
vice president and President Pro Tem- 
pore Clarke, announced that the sen- 
ate was adjourned. The few remain- 
ing senators hurried from the chamber. 

Cotten Filibuster Abandoned. 

In announcing abandonment of their 
filibuster for cotton legislation, after 
a conference with other southern sen- 
ators and representatives, Benator 
Hoke Smith, of Georgia, and Repre- 
sentative Henry, of Texas, told senate 
and house it was apparent no quorum 
could be procured for consideration 
of the cotton measures and further 
obstructive tactics might injure 
chances of ultimate success._ 

Representative Henry predicted that 
congress would be convened (in ex- 
traordinary session by the middle of 
when the fight could be 
resumed. Senator Smith introduced a 
bill for a $250,000,000 government bond 
issue to buy cotton, and declared: 

“We have done all we could for the 
suffering people of the south. We 
have had our day in court for this ses- 
sion, and I would have no excuse for 
further filibustering at this time. I 
shall feel that I have done my duty 
by simply voting against the adjourn- 
ment resolution.” 

The house adopted a resolution au- 
thorizing the appointment of a com- 
mittee to investigate cotton conditions 
in the south and report possible meas- 
ures for federal aid by December 1% 
On the committee were Representa- 
tives Mann, Austin, Henry, Lever, Hef- 
lin, Bell of Georgia, and Langley. 

No Extra Session. 

With the return of President Wilson 
here from Pittsburg tonight it became 
that predictions of an extra 
of congress in November to 
relief legislation were 
not made on the authority of Mr. Wil- 
son. Officials close to the president 
said he would notecall anextra session. 

While he favors the Lever bill for 
the government licensing of cotton 
warehouses and the Glass amendment 
to the currency act, allowing banks 
to issue bank notes up to 100 per cent 
of their capital and surplus, Mr. W il- 
son is understood to believe both can 
eo over until the regular session. 

As outlined by the president, the 
program for the December session will 
include the Philippine bill, remaining 
bills of Secretary Lane’s conservation 
program and the government shipping 
bill and cotton legislation. It 1s 
known definitely that no extra session 
will be called for next spring unless 
some unusual emergency arises. The 
president plans to leave Washington 
after the adjournment in March to 
officially open the Panama canal and 
the San. Francisco exposition.

Correspondent of the Asso- 
ciated Press Describes the 
Operations of the Kaiser’s 
Army From Verdun _ to 
Toul.

Austrian Heavy Artillery 
Aiding the Germans—Gal- 
lant Defense of the Roman 
Camp Fort Made by the 
French, But It Finally Fell. 


With the German 
Metz, September 30.. 
Holland and Mail to New York, Corre- 
spondence of the Associated Press.)— 
A five-day trip to the front has taken 
the Associated Press correspondent 
through the German fortresses of 
Mayence, Saerbruecken and Metz, 
through the frontier regions between 
Metz and the French fortress line 
from Verdun to Toul into the actual 
battery positions from which German 
and Austrian heavy artillery were 
pounding their 8 and 12-inch shells 
into the French barrier forts and the 
ranks of the French field army which 
has replaced the crumbling fortifica- 
tions of steel and cement with ram- 
parts flesh and blood. 

impressions are those of some great 
industrial undertaking with powerful 
machinery in operation and endless 
supply trains bringing up raw ma- 
terials, rather than of war as pic- 
tured.

Battlefield in Entirety. 
From an observation point 
hillside above St./ Mihiel, the great 
battlefield on which a German army 
is endeavoring to break through the 
line of barrier forts between Verdun 
and Toul and the opposing French 
forces, could be surveyed in its en- 
tirety. In the forground lay the level 
valley of the Meuse with the towns of 
St. Mihiel and Bannoncour nestling on 
the green landscape. Beyond and be- 
hind the valley rose a tier of hills on 
which the French at this writing ob- 
Stinately hold an entrenched position, 
checking the point. of the German 
wedge, while French forces from 
north and south beat upon the sides 
of the triangle trying to force it back 
across the Meuse ahd out from the 
French fortress line. 
Bursting shells threw up their col- 
umns of white or black fog around the 
edge of the panorama. Cloudlets of 
white smoke here and there showed 
where a position was being brought 
under shrapnel’ fire. An occasional 
aeroplane could. we picked out hover- 
ing over the lines, but the infantry 
and the field. battery positions could 
not be discerned even with a high 
power field glass, so cleverly had the 
armies taken cover. The uninitiated 
observer almost would have believed 
this a deserted landscape rather than 
a scené of a great battle, which, if 
successful for the Germans, would 
force the main French army to re- 
treat from its entrenched positions 
along the Aisne river. | 
Stormed by Bavarian Infantry. , 
About three miles away across the 
Meuse a quadrangular mound of black, 
ploughed up earth on the hillside 
marked the location of Fort Les Paro- 
ches, which had been silenced By the 
German mortars the night before.

Germans Honor Defenders. 


The treatment was repeated a second 
and then a third time, the response to 
the demand for surrender growing 
weaker until finally the defenders no 
longer could raise their rifles and the 
fort was taken.

THREE GERMAN SPIES 
SENTENCED AT GENEVA 


Geneva, October 24.—(Via Paris.)— 
Three German spies, having headquar- 
ters in Geneva, were sentenced by the 
third military tribunal here Friday. 
The three are Lieutenant Colonel Otto 
Ulrich, of Berlin; Dr. Wohlender and 
Herr Kohr, a chemist. They were 
charged with plotting against England 
and France, and thereby violating 
Swiss neutrality. 

Colonel Ubrich was not present, havr- 
ing gone into hiding, presumably some- 
where in Switzerland. He was sen- 
tenced in default to serve two years 
in rison and to pay a fine of £200 
seeeliien ($1,000).

The Constitution Saturday night re- 
ceived the following telegram telling 
of the close of the great trip of the 
Mitchell Four, which made 7,518 miles 
in thirty days: 

Chicago, Ill—The Constitution, 
Atlanta, Ga.: A big ovation greet- 
ed the Mitchell sealed bonnet car 
aw it ended 7,518 miles in Pittsburg 
in thirty days, averaging over 250 
miles a day. The trip ended in 
front of the public safety building. 

The master seal had been’ sent 
from Chicago by Chief of Police 
Gleason and the seals were ex- 
amined in Pittsburg by Chief of Po- 
lice Noble Matthews and Assistant 
Chief of Police Bartley, who pro- 
nounced them absolutely intact. 

Twenty-five Mitchell cars, filled 
with representatives, newspaper re- 
porters and automobile men, greet- 
ed the car on the outskirts of the 
city and accontpanied it through 
Pittsburg. 

The streets were lined with cheer- 
ing groups, and Drivers Zirbes, 
Barnett and Hasley were greeted 
with tremendous enthusiasm. The 
streets were blocked for miles and 
the traffic squad could not keep 
traffic open.

ALABAMA PLANTER 
SEES RUIN IN COTTON

Huntsville, Ala., October 
cial.)—That rufn awaits 
farmers of the south unless they re- 
duce their acreage next vear is 
opinion of W. F. Garth, a‘ prominent 
capitalist and planter of this city, who 
has just returned from a visit through 
eouthern and central Alabama. He 
was convinced that Alabama has pro- 
duced a record-breaking crop of cot- 
ton this year. “We are just beginning 


a very large cotton crop,” he _ said, 
‘probably the largest in history. Hence 
it becomes a fact that ryin faces the 
cotton farmers unless they reduce 
their acreage fully one-half next year, 
and two-thirds would be far better. I 
was told by one of the largest planters 
in Montgomery county, whose crop is 
from 1,500 to 2,000 balés a year, that 
intended to cut his crop to five 
bales to the mule and likely wipe out 
cotton entirelv in his next year’s crop 
I see only bankruptcy in another big 
cotton crop.” Mr. Garth’s estimate of 
the Madison county cotton crop this 
year is 35,000 bales, the bargest ever 
grown.

ON RED CROSS STEAMER 


New York, October 24.—The steamer 
Red Cross, which sailed from New York 
early in September with 154 American 
nurses and doctors for European bat- 
tlefields, reached port today with four 
members of her crew confined in the 
brig for fighting on the way over. 

Rear Admiral Aaron Ward, U;?S8. N., 
retired, who went aboard the Red Cross 
at Falmouth as head of the expedition, 
said ill-feeling had existed among 
members of the crew, both on the voy- 
age over and back, and that quarrels 
were frequent. "“ightine occurred be- 
tween the white and negro sailors pick- 
ed up at short notice iff New York. 

The men inthe brig were all white 
and were charged with insubordination. 
The particular offense attributed to 


them was a fight with negroes for the)

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AGAINST THE GERMANS *” 


(From The Indianapolis News.) 

After almost two months of war the 
German army is practically back on 
the French frontier, and it Is still, ac- 
to dispatches both from Ber- 
lin and Paris, retiring. It is said that 
even the allies do not look for anythin 
like a German rout as the result o 
present operations. On the contrary, 
it is believed that a new line has been 
chosen to which the Germans will 
withdraw in good order, and with every 
preparation for further defense. Little 
is positively known of the allied opera- 
tions against the German right wing. 
It is, however, the chief point of at- 
tack. The British and French have 
swung far to the north tn a flanking 
movement, and it even said that 
French cavalry has got in behind, and 
across one of the lines of communica- 
tion. Whether or not General von 
Kluck’e army is in as great danger as 
some suppose, it certain that it has 
been very severely handled. As long 
as Great Britain commands the chan- 
nel Von Kluck and his men will have 
to fight with their flank exposed, fo 
there is always the possibility of seri 
ous attack from fresh troops brought 
to the battle line from England. 
There is, of course, no doudt that 
time is fighting on the side of the al- 
lies. For the English are preparing 
and drilling armies, some.of which will 
not be ready for active service for s@v- 
eral months. Every day’s 4elay will 
bring the Canadian and Acstralian 
armies nearer. Whether the Ivdian 
troops are in France is not yet Known, 
mit if not now engaged they soon wh 
be The success of the allles agains 
the German right wing can only mean 
that large numbers of fresh troops 
have been poured into France, for on 
terms of equality the right wing could 
certainly have at least held its owm 
and thie it has not done.

As to the War Tax. 


While considerable opposition was 
raised to the Jevying of a war tax when 
it was first proposed, little talk against 
it was heard this week, when the new 
tax bill has been in its final stages 
in congress.

The final stage in the New Haven 
railroad system dissolution suit was 
reached during the last week with the 
start of action under the decree of the 
United States court to divorce various 
parts of the system. With this action, 
it is believed that the turning point 
in New Haven affairs has been reach- 
ed and that hereafter conditions will 
improve. The directors and officials 
of the road agreed to every step in the 
government decree, accepting what 
was ordered rather than go through a 
lengthy court contest which would en- 
tail great expense, and which it was 
thought would prove unsuccessful. 
While the present time ts considered 
very unpropitious for disposing of 
many security holdings of the road, 
five years time ig given in the decree 
to complete the dissolution, and it is 
believed that this will prove ample. 
The New Haven will doubtless find 
when all of its securities are sold that 
tremendous losses have been sustained, 
as compared with their original cost to 
the road, but these losses have been 
fully discounted by many investors, at 
least, to their present market values, 
while it is thought probable that the 
management of the road realizes that 
in scarcely any instance can they ob- 
tain anything near the purchase prices 
for the road's holdings. 

New financing has continued con- 
spicuous by its absence ever since the 
War started. The most important sale 
of the past week 
of the Hocking Valley ratlroad, issued 
for one year at 6 per cent interest. 
The proceeds will be used to retire a 
like amount of o per cent notes which 
mature on November 1. The cost 
rallroad financing has slowly risen in 
recent years, the war and the depres- 
sion of the last year being responsible 
for more than the 1 per cent advance 
shown in this’ case, on the 
many small loans through banks hav- 
ing cost corporations over 2 per cent 
more than a year ago in some cases. 
The Consolidated Gas-company will

The special session of the Texas legislature has, as anticipated, refused to make 
outlaws of the men who plant more than an arbitrary maximum of cotton to the plow. 
Since Texas is the key state in the cotton belt, without the co-operation of which nothing 
may be accomplished, it may be taken as settled that the fate of action by individual or 
state penalty is decreed. The house of representatives of South Carolina also has refused

Year by year cotton, now reviled as a curse, has been bringing in eight, nine, ten, 
eleven, twelve, thirteen, fourteen and fifteen cents. 

We are in the position of the thrifty man piling up a nest-egg against a rainy day, 
or a man with healthy digestion laying up fat on which to tide over when disease and 


malnutrition strike him.

at any period of southern history. 


We still depend too much on cotton asa 
We have manufactures. 


it like we did in reconstruction. 


source of support, but we don’t depénd on 
We have lumbering. We have 


mining and quarrying and shipping. And each and every one of these industries, big and 
little, is an anchor tugging the south away from the shoal waters of adversity. 


Now as to cotton. 


Of course, fifteen million bales of cotton at ten, eleven or twelve cents is better 
than fifteen million at six and a half or seven cents. 

But, for the sake of argument, assume as the worst that the south receives only 
six and a half cents for its cotton crop of this year. 

That will foot up, roughly, one-half a billion dollars. 

Does half a billion dollars, added to the south’s accumulated surplus and to its in- 
come from numerous other sources, spell disaster! 


It does not! . 


It does spell economy and prudence and thrift and care and self-control. 

It does spell courage and confidence as against unmanly and insane cowardice. 

And with ordinary attention to conditions as now confront us, this section should 
enter within the next year the most prosperous era of its history. 

But to reach that end one thing above all others must be done.

Next year the world will not need, and cannot, save at starvation prices, absorb a

We have made great progress in the past twenty years in corn and cattle raising,

Editor Constitution: In common, I. have 
no doubt, with many others who have 
lamented the lack of adequate support given 
to the Associated Charities, I read your 
editorial in Friday’s issue with great gatis- 
faction. I simply cannot believe that At- 
lanta is going to let the Associated Chari- 
ties die and plunge us back into chaos, 
when such splendid work has been done and 
just now at so critical a period in our city’s 
history. Atlanta has too much money, too 
much intelligence and too great a heart to 
let this catastrophe happen.

United States minister to Bolivia qualified 
him to speak with authority on the rela- 
tions which should be éstablished between 
the United States and South America, deliv- 
ered a practical address to the members of 
the American Exporters’ association at their 
annual banquet in this city on Thursday eve- 
ning of this week. Mr. Knowles asserted 
that our responsibilities and our opportuni- 
ties with respect to South America are not 
to be presented from the same point of 
view. For sixty years the United States has 
stood menacingly toward the rest of the 
world for the purpose of protecting the 
South American nations from the ambitions 
of other nations which have always looked 
with covetous eyes upon South America. 
Having done that, we stood still. When 
South America needed money for internal 
improvement or for the establishment of 
banking institutions or when seeking mar- 
kets for her products or when attempting 
to establish commercial and trade relations 
no encouragement was given by the United 
States, but great encouragement was given 
by England, Germany and other European 
nations. Now of a sudden these sources of 
South American prosperity are closed and 
if the United States is to gain such op- 
portunities in Sotith America as herétofore 
England and Germany have possessed this 
must be: done -by acknowledging our re- 
sponsibility as something equal to the ef- 
forcement of the Monroe doctrine. 

One of the responsibilities which may lead 
to excellent opportunities is the duty of at- 
tempting to establish in South America what 
is sometimes called dollar exchange. Mr. 
Knowles might have made incidental réfer- 
ence in his address to an earnest attempt 
now under way to secure the establishment 
in several of the South American nations, 
and ultimately in all, of the principle which 
lies behind the expression “dollar ex- 
change.” 

In all of the South American countries 
it has been impossible for anyone who 
possessed American money, even in the form 
of gold, to get it exchanged for current 
money, excepting at a discount. Even the 
five-dollar gold piece would not be accepted 
for its full face value. It is never exchanged 
for more than $4.85. Frequently the dis- 
count is much greater than this. In order 
to secure and maintain the trade with 
South America which we ought to have, it is 
essential that there be a medium of ex- 
change which stands as high in South Ameri- 
ca as does the Bank of England note or 
exchange drawn on London. 

Recently when in Bolivia, which country 
Mr. Knowles is to represent at the Panama 
exposition in San Francisco as chief com- 
missioner, he spoke in an informal way with 
the government Officials respecting the pos- 
sibility of securing a coin which would pass 
current at its face value and which could 
be expressed in terms of dollars. The Bo- 
‘livian authorities received the proposition 
with cordiality. So later did representatives 
of the governments of Peru and of Chile. 

The Dollar Exchange. 

Shortly after Mr. Knowles arrived in 
New York, he employed an expert designer 
of coins to draft a design suitable for a gold 
coin of the denomination of $5. The de- 
sign was, first of all, shown recently to the 
secretary of state, William J. Bryan. He was 
enthusiastic, not only in his praise of the 
artistic features of the design, but also in 
his commendation of the purpose which this 
design symbolizes. Of course, the secretary 
could not speak authoritatively as represen- 
tative of the federal government, but the in- 
timation was clear that if he were able to 
compass it.our government would be found 
acting in co-operation with South American 
nations for the coining of a gold piece which 
could (be circulated in South America at its 
face value and ‘which was expressed in 
dollars. 

Mr. Knowles next called upon the direc- 
tor of the mint, George E. Roberts. Mr. 
Knowles explained in great detail to the 
mint director, not only the features of the 
plan, but also the disposition of some of 


the South American governments to regard 
it with favor. The design was shown to 
Mr. Roberts and he was in agreement with 
the secretary of state as to its artistic beau- 
ty. The face of the coin will, if adopted, 
contain two profiles, one of which will sym- 
bolize the ancient Indian race of South 
America and the other American woman- 
hood. The reverse side of the design is left 
blank, for the reason that if the coin be 
adopted there will be stamped upon the 
reverse side the coat-of-arms of each one 
of the South American nations which adopts 
the coin. 

Director Roberts spoke with enthusiasm 
of the plan. It appealed greatly to him. 
He went so far as to say to Mr. Knowles 
that the South American nations could be 
assured that the United States mints would 
make the coin without the charge of a cent 
for mintage. All that the South American 
nations would find it necessary to do would 
be to send bullion to the United States mint. 
paying, of course, such necessary charges as 
the transportation would entail. The mints 
would coin the bullion, and see to it that the 
coins were adequately packed and then re- 
turn®@@ to the South American nations. 

At the National City Bank. 

The National City bank is at this time 
much occupied with attempting to facilitate 
the international financial relations between 
the United States and South America and 
has already established an e@xchange of 
credits with one of the South American na- 
tions.

According to all human 
calculation, the participation of Prus- 
sia in the war of 1805 would have 
given the allies a decisive superiority. 
The adherence to neutrality led to the 
crash of 1806, and would have meant 
the final overthrow of Prussia as a 
state had not the moral qualities still 
existed there which Frederick the 
Great had ingrained on her by his 
wars. 

At the darkest moment 
they shone most brightly. 
the political downfall, the 
Frederick’s victories kept that spirit 
alive with which he had inspired 
state and his people. This is clearly

mans under the degrading yoke 
Napoleonic tyranny. The power which 
had been acquired by the Prussians 
through long and glorious wars show- 
ed itself more valuable than all the 
material yWblessings which peace cre- 
ated; it ces “to be broken down 
by the defeat of 1806, and rendered 
possible the heroic revival of 1813. 

The German wars of unification also 
belong to the category of wars which, 
in spite of a thousand sacrifices, bring 
forth a rich harvest. The inability and 
political weakness which the Prussian 
government showed in 1848, culminat- 
ing in disgrace of Olmutz in 1850, 
had deeply shaken the political and 
national importance of Prussia. On 
the other hand, the calm conscious 
streneth with which she faced once 
more her duties as a nation, when King 
William I. and Bismarck were at the 
helm, was soon abundantly manifest. 
Bismarck, by bringing about Our wars 
of unification in order to improve radi- 
cally an untenable position and secure 
to our people healthy conditions of 
life, fulfilled the long -felt wish 
of the German people, and raised 
Germany to the undisputed rank of a 
first-class European power. The mili- 
tary successes and the political posi- 
tion won by the sword laid the foun- 
dation for an unparalleled material 
prosperity. It is difficult to imagine 
how pitiable the progress of the Ger- 
man people would have been had not 
these wars been brought about by a 
deliberate policy. 

The most recent history tells the 
Same story. if we judge the Japanese 
standpoint with an unbiased mind we 
shall find the resolution to fight Rus- 
sia was not onlv heroic, but politically 
wise and morally justifiable. It was 
immensely daring to challenge the 
tussian giant, but the purely military 
conditions were favorable, and the 
Japanese nation, which had rapidly 
risen to a high stage of civilization, 
needed an extended sphere of influ. 
ence to complete her development, and 
to open new channels for her super- 
abundant activities. 

Japan, from her own point of view, 
was entitled to claim to be the pre- 
dominant civilized power in eastern 
Asia, and to repudiate the rivairy of 
Russia. The Japanese statesmen cre- 
ated wider conditions of life for the 
Japanese people and state, and at one 
blow raised it to be a determining co- 
factor in international politics, and 
gave it a political importance which 
must undeniably lead to great material 
advancement. 

M this war had been avoided from 
weakness or Mhilanthropic illusions, it 
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is reasonable to that matters 
would have taken a very different turn. 
The growing power of Russia in the 
Amur district and in (Korea would 
have repelled, or at least hindered, the 
Japanese rival from rising to such a 
height of power as was attained 
through the war, glorious alike for 
military prowess and political fore- 
sight. 
Deliberately Provoked Wars. 

The appropriate and conscious em- 
ployment of war as a political means 
has always led to happy results. Even 
an unsuccessfully waged war May 
sometimes be more beneficial to a peo- 
ple than the surrender of vital inter- 
ests without a blow. We find an ex- 
ample of this in the recent heroic 
struggle of the small Beer states 
against the British empire. In this 
struggle they were inevitably defeated. 
It was easy to foresee that an armed 
peasantry could not permanently re- 
sist the combined forces of England 
and her colonies, and that the peasant 
armies generally could not bear heavy 
losses.

“he who is not man enough to look 
this truth in the face should not med- 
dle in politics.” 
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ty of the individual “rests in the last 
resort on the question whether he has 
recognized and developed his own na- 
ture to the highest attainable degree 
of perfection.” If the same standard 
is applied to the estate, then “its high- 
est moral duty is to increase its pow- 
er. The individual must sacrifice him- 
self for the higher community of 
which he is a member, but the state 
is itself the highest conception in the 
wider community of man, and there- 
fore the duty of self-annihilation does 
not enter into the case. The Christian 
duty of sacrifice for something higher 
does not exist for the state, for there 
is nothing higher than it in the 
world’s history; consequently it cannot 
itself to something higher. 
When a state sees its downfall staring 
it in the face we applaud if it suc- 
cumbs sword in hand. A _ sacrifice 
made to an alien nation not only is 
immoral, but contradicts the idea of 
self-preservation, which is the highest 
ideal of a state.” 

The individual is responsible only for 
himself. If, either from weakness or 
from moral reasens, he neglects his 
own advantage, he only injures himself, 
tne consequences of his actions recoil 
only on him. The situation is quite 
different in the case of a state. it rep- 
resents the ramifying and often con- 
llicting interests of a community. Should 
it from any reason neglect the inter- 
ests, it not only to some extent preju- 
dices itself as a legal personality, but 
it injures also the body of private in- 
terests which it represents. This in- 
calcoulably far-reaching detriment af- 
fects not merely one individual respon- 
sible merely to himself, but a mass 
of individuals and the community. Ac- 
cordingly, it is a moral duty of the 
State to remain loyal to its own pecu- 
liar function as guardian and promoter 
of all higher‘ interests. ‘This duty it 
cannot fulfill unless it possesses the 
needful power. 

The increase of this power is thus 
from this standpoint also the first and 
foremost duty of the state. 

lt is obvious, in view of the com- 
plexity of social conditions, that nu- 
merous private interests must be sac- 
riliced to the interest of the commu- 
nity. Nevertheless the advancement of 
the power of the state must be first 
and foremost the object that guides the 
statesman’s policy. “Among all politi- 
cal sins, the sin of feebleness is the 
most contemptible; it is the political 
sin’ against the Holy Ghost.” 

When State Should Make War. 

As regards the employment of war 
as a political means, it becomes the 
duty of a state to make use of the ul- 
timate ratio not only when it is at- 
tacked, but when by the policy of other 


States the power of the particular state | 
methods | 


is threatened, and peaceful 
are insufficient to secure its integrity. 
This power rests on a material basis, 
but finds expression in ethical values. 
War, therefore, seems imperative when, 
although the material basis of power 
is not threatened, the moral influence 
of the state (and this is the ultimate 
point at issue) seems to tbe prejudiced. 
Thus apparently trifling causes may, 
under certain circumstances, constitute 
a fully justifiable casus belli if the 


honor of the state, and consequently its' 


moral prestige, are endangered. This 
prestige is an essential part of its pow- 
er. An antagonist must never be al- 
lowed to believe that there is anv 
lack of ‘determination to assert this 
prestige, even if the sword must be 
drawn to do so, 

In deciding for war or peace, it must 
always ibe Kept in mind that a state 
is not justified in looking only to the 
present and merely consulting the im- 
mediate advantage of the existing gen- 
eration. Such policy would be oppdsed 
to all that constitutes the essential na- 
ture of the state. Its conduct must b») 
guided by the moral duties incumbent 
on it, which, as one step is gained, 
point to the next higher, and prepare 
the present for the future. ‘The true 
greatness of the state is that it links 
the past with the present and the fu- 
ture; consequently the individual has 
no right to regurd the state as a means 
for attaining his own ambitions in 
life.” 

The law of development thus be 
comes a leading factor in politics, and 
in the decisions for war this consid- 
eration must weigh 
the sacrifices necesgarily 
in the present. 

A great end cannot be attained except 
by staking large intellectual and ma- 
terial resources, and no certainty of 
Success can ever be anticipated. bhvery 
undertaking implies a greater or less 
venture. The daily intercourse of civic 
life teaches us thts lesson, and it can- 
not be otherwise in politics, where ac- 
count must ‘be taken of most powerful 
antagonists whose strength can only 

Vagzuely estimated. ; 
In questions of comparatively 
fling importance much may be done 
agreements compromises, and 
tual may produce a satis- 
factory st The solution of such 
problems is the sphere of diplomati: 
activity. The state of things is quite 
different when vital questions are at 
issue, or when the opponent demands 
concession, (but will guarantee none, and 
clearly bent on humiliating the 
other party. Then is the time for dip- 
lomatists to be silent and for great 
statesmen to act. Men must he re- 
solved to stake @verything, and can- 
not shun the solemn decision of war. 
In such questions any reluctance to 
face the opponent, every abandonment 
important interests and evervw at- 
tempt at a temporizing settlement 
means not only a momentary loss of 
political prestige, and frequently of 
real power, which mav possibly be 
made zood in another place, but a per- 
manent injury to the interests of the 
state, the full gravity of which is only 
felt by future generations. 

War for Honor’s Sake. 

Finally, cases may occur where war 
must be made simply as a point of 
honor, although there is no prospect 
of success. The responsibility of this 
has also to be borne. So, at least, 
Frederick the Great thought. lis 
brother, Henry, after the battle of Ko- 
lin, had advised him to throw himself 
at the feet of the Marquis de Pompa- 
dour in order to purchase a peace with 
France. Again, after the battle of 
Kunersdorf this position seemed quite 
hopeless, but the king absolutely re- 
fused to abandon the struggle. He 
knew better what suited the honor and 
the moral value of his country, and 
preferred to die sword in hand than 
to conclude a degrading peace. 

President Roosevelt, in his message 
to the congress of the United States 
of America on December 4, 1906, gave 
expression to a similar thought. “It 
must ever be kept in mind,” so the 
manly and inspiriting words ran, “that 
is not merely justifiable, but im- 
perative, upon honorable men and upon 
an honorable nation when peace is only 
to be obtained by the sacrifice of con- 
ecientious conviction or of national] 
welfare A pust war is in the long run 
far better for a nation’s soul than the 
most prosperous peace obtained by an 
acquiescence in wrong or injustice It 
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defeated in war may be better than not 
to have fought at all.’ 

It must further be remembered that 
every success in foreign policy, espe- 
cially if obtained by a demonstration 
of military strength, not only height- 
ens the power of the state in foreign 
affairs, but adds to the reputation of 
the government at home, and thus 
enables it better to fulfill its moral aims 
and civilizing duties. 

No one will thus dispute the assump- 
tion that, under certain circumstances, 
it is the, moral and political duty of 
the state to employ war as a political 
means. So long as all human progress 
and all natural development are based 
on the law of conflict, it is necessary 
to engage in such conflict under the 
most favorable conditions possible. 

Time to Draw the Sword. 

When a state is confronted by 
material impossibility of 
any longer the warlike preparations 
which the power of its enemies has 
forced upon it, when it is clear that 
the rival states must gradually acquire 
from natural reasons a lead that can- 
not be won back, when there are indl- 
cations of an offensive alliance of 
stronger enemles who only await the 
favorable moment to strike—the moral 
duty of the state toward its citizens is 
to bégin the struggle while the pros- 
pects of success and the political ofr- 
cumstances are still tolerably favor- 
able. When, on the other hand. the 
hostile states are weakened or ham- 
pered by affairs at home and abroad, 
but its own warlike strength shows 
elements of superiority, it is imper- 
ative to ube the favorable eircum- 
stances to promote its own political 
aims. The danger of a war may be 
faced the more readily if there is good 
prospect that great results may the ob- 
tained with comparatively small sacri- 
fices. 

These obligations can only be met py 
a vigorous, resolute, active policy, 
Which follows definite ideas and un- 
derstands how to arouse and concen- 
trate all the living forces of the state, 
conscious of the truth of Schiller’s 
lines: 
“The

SENATOR CALLAHAN 
WILL RAISE CATTLE 


Bainbridge, Ga., October 24.—(Spe- 
cial.)—One of the men leading in the 
get-away-from-cotton movement in 
this county is Senator-elect John W. 
Callahan, who has planned to go into 
cattle and hog raising on a large 
scale. His farm is about 2,000 acres in 
extent and 750 have been put into pas- 
ture. The farm ig under the manage- 
ment of Dr. E. C. Smith, of South 
Carolina, who 
is no such thing as a rundown farm 
that camnot be made to pay. The 
present place was os a no-account 
farm when he took it a few years ago 
and now it is blossoming like the rose. 

Dr. Smith has instalied a concrete 
dipping vat and has seventy-five 
grade cows on hand which are to be 
bred to a registered Hereford bull. 
The hogs number 250 of the Duroc 
Jersey breed and grade and this breed 
is to be used generally, though ex- 
eriments are being made with the 
3erkshires and Poland Chinas. The 
hogs are regularly run through the 
dipping vat along with the cattle. 

For winter pasturage and feeding 
Dr. Smith is using oats, rye, vetch 
and rape, using peanuts, velvet beans 
and corn ag fatteners and hardeners 
in the fall season.

TOURISTS TO GEORGIA 


Thomasville, Ga., October 24.—(Spe- 
indications point to a larger 
number of winter tourists in Thomas- 
ville this season than has been the 
case in a long time. All of the winter 
homes here will be occupied, their 
owners having signified their inten- 
tion of coming out early, and other 
houses have been rented by those de- 
siring to kéep house. The hotels and 
boarding houses are receiving inqutries 
and bookings for the season also. 

The general impression seems to be 
that many who are cut off from Eu- 
rope will spend the season in the south 
instead. and Thomasville will come in 
for a good share of the business.

To the Board of Education, Atlanta, Ga.— 
Gentlemen: . Conditions under which recess 
is held at the Boys’ high school are unsatis- 
factory and dangerous. During the recess 
period 460 boys, in order to get out-of-door 
air, have to stand on the street, where they 
must be on constant lookout for passing 
automobiles and other vehicles. Because 
of the crowded conditions on the street, it 
is necessary for the principal of the school 
to enforce a rule prohibiting any running 
on the grounds. This means that the fre- 
cess period, which should furnish profitable 
and much-needed exercise, is of little value. 

Recognizing the seriousness of these con- 
ditions, we, the undersigned committee from 
the Boys’ high school, respectfully petition 
the board of edluecation to secure as a 
campus for the boys the rear of the tiot 
which lies between the present Boys’ high 
school and the Newsome Stables company. 
This will not interfere with the negro houses 
on the front of the lot, but will include a 
lot 96 feet by 240 feet, bounded on one 
end by the negro houses and on the other 
by a brick building. The only house which 
would have to be removed is a small out- 
house of practically no value. 

We feel that the safety and welfare of the 
students is of more value than the expense 
which would be incurred by the board ina 
securing this property.

If more farmers had 
example of L. H. Carter, 
soil near Lilburn, twenty miles from 
Atlanta, many more of them would 
have been enabled to hold back from 
the market several bales of cotton, just 
as he is doing, and yet not been de- 
prived of enough ready cash to meet 
quite a number of fall bills.
